us. For, as you know', San Francisco’s 
necessities for new, bondable area is 
very great and pressing. 
A long and unceasing fight to pre­ 
vent annexation would, as you can 
readily see, be bad for Oakland, even 
if her absorbtion were never accom­ 
plished—It would put a damper 
on 
this city’s future, because of the result­ 
ing uncertainties of that future. 
In the fight between Oakland and 
San Francisco, the one wanting to 
remain independent and 
the 
other 
wanting to gobble the one, you, of 
course, have no very great interest, 
except insofar as your sympathies go 
out to any unwilling city and any un­ 
willing people threatened with a long 
drawn-out fight for Us and their cor­ 
porate and political Identity and inde­ 
pendence. 
But there are, I think, some reasons 
why you and your clientele 
should 
vote against the proposed amendment. 
The first reason is that Oakland 
is 
improving, at her own expense, her 
water front, and proposes 
to spend 
$25,000,000 in 
those 
improvements. 
Under our city charter therfe can lie 
no monopoly of that water front— 
all ships and all railroads that may 
apply for it must be given accommo­ 
dation at our wharves and on our wa­ 
ter front. 
This 
arrangement 
will, 
without doubt, be of great future ben­ 
efit to all parts of California -m ore 
directly, of course, to Northern Cali­ 
fornia, but also indirectly to you of the 
South. 
If San Francisco should gain posses­ 
sion, by annexation, of 
our 
water 
front, it would, of course, be neglected 
in favor of the other side of the Bay 
of San Francisco. For San Francisco 
realizes, as everybody else does, that 
our water front, being on the contineu 
tal side of the bay, is more convenient 


thing for the people of 
the 
whole 
state, including the 
people of 
San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 
1 
And then, finally, so some of the 
lawyers tell us, the proposed amend­ 
ment may, if adopted, not only amend 
Section 7, Article XI, of the Constitu­ 
tion, but may be interpreted by the 
courts as being intended as a substi­ 
tute for that section. In that event. 
it would be impossible for cities 
of 
less than 350,000 inhabitants to annex 
contiguous territory—Santa Ana, for 
instance, could not increase her ter­ 
ritory. 
With the fate of Oakland, the rest 
of California is not, of course, vitally 
or directly concerned. Put the rest 
of the state is, I think, very 
vitally 
and directly concerned and interested 
in seeing to it that no political power 
is made possible whereby two large 
cities can gather into their hands the 
control of the California 
legislature. 
And the rest of the state Is interested 
in seeing to it that all the water front 
of San Francisco Bay is not put into 
the control of San Francisco, which, 
controlling it all, would see to It that 
only that. part of it which is directly 
in front of San Francisco would 
bej 
used as it all should be used for the 
trade and commerce of all the state. 
California needs 
independent 
ships 
and railroads. San Francisco’* history 
does not reassure one that she would 
welcome them. She has been too long 
controlled by the Southern Pacific to 
lei us suppose that that control is end­ 
ed. 
Hoping that you will be able to see 
your way clear to help ua kill off the
